Gang, 

Both the sun and the interplanetary magnetic field went crazy today, 

even though no major flares occured. As a result, band conditions will 
be shaky over the next few days, running into the weekend. (Not counting 
what may occur tomorrow). 


THE SUN had a C-class and M-class flare today, not optically correlated 
(meaning not observed by earth based observatories) but detected by the 
SOHO satellite, along with a coronal mass ejection (CME) in progress. 
Most importantly, around 2000UTC, there was a fairly large PROTON FLARE. 
This is an energetic flare that breaks down the atoms, flinging large 
amounts of protons at the earth. So far, they have been measured at the 
>10MEV level, or quite energetic. Protons take several hours to reach 
the earth, as opposed to 3 days for the particle radiation to reach us, 
so it's effect is already being experienced. When the earth gets 
bombarded by protons, it causes several things to happen, depending upon 
the proton density: 

1. Can cause damage to satellites. As the protons pass around and 
through the "skin" of a satellite, it can cause large voltage 
potentials to occur, possibly damaging internal electronics. It can 
also cause interference to the earth-satellite RF path, so cable TV 
and things can get noisy, weak signals, fadeouts, etc. 

2. Protons can penetrate our atmosphere down to, and including the D-layer 


and ionize the D-layer for enhanced absorption to HF signals. This 
assuredly will occur at the polar regions, causing a PCA ... a Polar 
Cap Absorption event. Very high attenuation for the guys up north. 

3. This bombardment of protons into the polar regions will trigger 
enhanced auroral activity, pushing it southward to along the VA/US 
border. 


For HF, it mostly means all bands, 40 through 10M, will be experiencing 
varying levels of noise, loss of propagation and high signal loss. 


THE INTERPLANTARY MEDIUM, that is the solar wind, changed directions today 
from it's normal "northward" orientation to a southward one for a while. 
This directional change disturbed our magnetic field, triggering periods 
of MAJOR geomagnetic storming earlier today. The K index reached 6 and 
the A-index (so far) around 22. It is currently at K=3, or ACTIVE 
conditions. This will effect the lower bands, predominantly 40M later 
tonight with bursty static and higher than normal absorption of signals. 


This came from an area about smack center in the sun, so the shock wave 
from today's event will reach us late on April 7th or early on the 8th. 
This could trigger further minor to major storming. 


This does not shut down the HF bands, or severe enough to cause an HF 
blackout. But between the two separate events, all bands will experience 
various levels of disturbance over the next day or two. Presented here 
mostly to warn you what's happening and for informational purposes. 


Today's solar flux was 207, or quite high. 


I'll make some printouts of the proton levels, shift in the interplantary 
magnetic field, etc. for my talk this weekend at Ft. Smith, Arkansas. 

Of course there is a chance the killer flare could occur in the next few 
days, destroying all life as we know it on our planet. In this case, 

I might be late with the handouts! :-)

As usual, I will bring a selection of test equipment to the 
meetings to help folks with alignment and troubleshooting of their 
projects. I will have an oscilloscope, a counter and a signal 
generator with me. 


Mac Steinmeyer, AF4PS will begin to lead us in a Manhattan style 
construction project this month. This project will build the equivalent of 
the NorCal SMK-1 only using through-lead components with the Manhattan 
construction style (pads glued to flat PCB, solder to the pads). Now, 
before the purists start complaining about turning a nice tiny SMT rig into 
a behemoth, we offer the following: 1) The components xarex mounted on the 
surface, and 2) This is a much simpler rig to introduce the beginner to 
Manhattan construction than the 2N2/40. 


At this time, I am not certain how many kits of parts Mac will have 
available. I do know that if you have reserved a kit with Mac and want a 
hand getting started, you should bring appropriate construction tools (iron, 


solder, superglue, etc.). For those of you who have not reserved a kit with 
Mac, perhaps he will have some extras, or be coaxed into doing another buy 
to organize more kits. I seem to recall Mac saying that the kit of parts 
will be in the $25 to $35 range, with very little left to scrounge for the 
end builder/user. 


"So, Steve", you say, "Enough of the shuck and jive... Where 
is the place?".

Guys, I am really getting excited. Tomorrow afternoon I catch a plane in 
San Jose to fly back to Ft. Smith via Dallas. Jay Bromley will be picking 
me up at the airport, and will be my host for the weekend. JoAnne has given 
him a long checklist of things I am supposed to do, but I'll still have a 
good time, grin. 


Last night I worked on a Zmatch Tuner that old friend Charlie Tuner, errr 
Charlie Lofgren, W6JJZ, designed for me. I told him that I wanted a very 
small inexpensive tuner that would work with balanced line input (NorCal 
Doublet) and used the polyvaricon variable capacitors available from Mouser. 

Charlie sent me the circuit this weekend, and wow!! He not only designed 
a tuner that would work for 40 meters, he gave me 30 and 20 as a bonus. It 
uses a 1106-2 core, and has an enhanced Dan Tayloe, N7VE LED indicator. I 
built the tuner into a pc board enclosure that measures 2.75" x 3.0" x 1.5", 
so it is really small. Charlie also made it absorptive (hope that is the 
right word) so that you switch your transceiver to a dummy load while you 
are tuning up (keeps you from frying those finals). 


I will be talking about building the tuner, the SMK-1 transceiver, the 
NorCal Doublet antenna, and a keyer paddle combination. This will get you 
on the air for about $50!! If you were to replace the SMK-1 with an Small 
Wonder Labs 40+ Elmer 101 rig, you would have a very serviceable station 
capable of making all the contacts that you want for $75. Every one who 
attends my talk will also get a free ArkieCon 2000 mobile log book.

I am putting a Tick1 into my 20m SST starting from a bare Tick1 

chip (from a NC20 kit that was upgraded to Tick3). The keyer is in and 
running but the sidetone from the Tick messes with the SSTs sidetone. 
Even turning it (the Tick1 sidetone) off, the SST sidetone is very 

slow to come on upon keying. Kinda like a bleating hoarse yew. I 
implemented the circuit given on the Embedded Research web site and it 
uses a coupling capacitor followed by a cap to ground just as it goes 
to the audio of the rig. To implement this I put a .1 uF from one of 
the input pins (In2) of the LM386 to ground, also on the LM386 (pin 4), 
coupling in to that input pin to the middle of the voltage divider that 
ties into the Tick1 sidetone out pin (pin 3). The voltage divider is not 
set up right yet (I misread the schematic and put in a 100k instead of 
a 1Meg...pretty loud right now). I wouldn't expect the change to the 
correct 1Meg to affect much on the other end of the coupling circuit. 


Could someone who has installed a Tick into an SST give me some 
coaching here?

Just read the README file that is zipped along with the .EXE and .VBX 
files. The .VBX files probably won't be needed as explained in the 
readme file. If you have the latest version, and want to install this 
version in the same directory, you must remove any existing files in 
that directory, or install the new version in a different directory. 


I plan to have the next version which will include the QRPTTF contest, 
available by the middle of next week too, but wanted to get this version 
out so as to allow folks to get it, and run it a few times before this 
weekend.

While Ken's comment on 1750m is accurate, Part 15 in fact allows 
unlicensed intentional radiation on several frequency bands, including 
the AM broadcast, FM broadcast, and TV broadcast bands. For example, 
unlicensed high school and college carrier current stations operate on 
these bands. Other intentional radiation, such as remote control, 
telephone, intercom, etc., is allowed provided the provisions of Part 15 
are followed. Subpart C of Part 15 which restricts the frequencies in 
which only spurious emmisions from an intentional radiator may be 
tolerated. 


The key is following the provisions of Part 15, which many (not all) 
devices and their operators do not.
